Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Atty. Rogson requested a post-final interview. Examiner extensively 
reviewed Applicant's file and advised Atty. Rogson that an RCE would be necessary. Examiner further noted that the 
claims as written did not overcome the 103(a) Vaid prior art rejection as written, without amending for example, Claim 1 
(Independent Claim) to include topological space and bounding circle limitations. Examiner further noted that such an 
amended Claim would not necessarily cause any part of the claims to be allowable, as Examiner had yet to search 
such a revised set of claims. Moreover, Examiner noted that the use of the Hausdorff distance function for a similar- 
such measurement of distance may have been disclosed in prior art, therefore possibly requiring the enumeration of 
other specific means for distance measurement within the Applicant's claim language. Thus, Examiner reccommended 
the review of prior art for purposes of Claim language revision and distinction prior to submission of the RCE . 
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
